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| DESCRIPTION OF THE RECENT 


GREAT DRIVE. 
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With Shouts of Storm, Burgh- 
ers, Storm the Knemy 
Treke Through. | 
Full details of Lord Kitehener’« 
great drive in Orange River Colony 
have reached Londen by mail. Men- 
nett Hurleigh, in a weird picture of 
the night battle, After describing the 
preparations and surrounding of the 
Boers continues 
“It was about 8.45 pom 
real battle of the night commenced 

“The Boers. within the girdle real- 
ized that whe their last chance to 
break through. So when night's cur- 
tain Was fairly pegged down, and 
only inky shadows hung in the weet, 
the battle began. Our men had been 
bidden to spare no ammunition, but 
to keep the Boers in front. The en- 
em, using the ground te every ad- 
vantage, crept up to where they had 
won the columns settle down. Then 
began a terrible fusilade from their 
Mausers to try and find or force an 
Opening. Closer and closer they 
crept, the soldier’ LeeMetfords in- 
cessantly pumping back lead until 
the weapons were nearly too hot to 
hold. Tho blackness of night was 
Specklod as with myriads of ro- 
flies dancing in dark underbrush. 
Bit by bit the old tuctics were em- 
ployed by the enemy. Daring spirits 
jumping from the spruits, galloped 
their horses up to, and where pos- 
siblo through, the lines, for it is 
hard to hit anything in the dark, 
even with a scrap of paper or phos- 
phorus on the foresight of your rifle. 
Cattlo were again requisitioned to 
overrun the defenders of our line. 
By nine o'clock the battle was rag- 
ing from ten miles h of Heil- 
bron for fully thirty miles away 
down the Heilbron-Krootstad, Road. 
Boers were being killed, wounded, 
or made prisoners by the wire fence, 
the Heilbron outposts, and in the 
columns’ lines. The contest awelled 
and Maxims, pom-poms, and cannon 
joined in the flare and din. 


A MAGNIFICENT SPECTACLE, 


It became not merely a battle. 
but a pyrotechnic display on the 
grandest scale, infinitely bigger and 
noisicr than anything ever seen at 
the Crystal Palace or the Military 
Tournament. The armor clad trains 
flashed their electric searchlighta, 
and bellowed with the best, using 
rifles, Maxims, and quick-liring 12 
pounders. So close were the mobs 
of cattle and horses pushed up to the 
columns that more than half a score 
of times the gunners used case to 
stampede them, turning them back. 
With splendid persistence the Boers 
tried again and again to break 
through, but relatively few succeed- 
ed—say, forty on Rawlinson's right, 
a score elsewhere, and a dozen, may- 
hap, to the north, between Heilbron 
and Gottenberg. Some there were 
who got hung up, horse and rider, 
and were killed upon the barbed-wire 
fence. Others sought safety and es- 
cape by climbing trees. Up and 
down leapt the flood-tide of battle 
without intermission from nine p.m. 
until two a.m. About ten p.m. 120 
Boers charged tho line six miles 
north of Heilbron, held by the 
Leinsters. Glad to see them come, 
the wild Irishmen rose to meet them, 
with yell, cheering, and a volley, and 
then dashed at them with the bay- 
onet. rer Boer broke and fled in- 
continently. A few whose horses 
carried them too far, were shot and 
bayoneted, and half a dozen made 
prisoners. But that Irish vell—1 
heard it miles away, and it came 
like a fresh breeze sweeping down the 
line as presage of victory. And later 
on, in a crucial moment, when 300 
had got up to Rimington's lines, 
their leader, Trish Mike. raised a 
wilder yell, as he called upon his 
mento hurl them back. Then re- 
sponded most gallantly, took up the 
cheer, which absolutely rolled along 
the entire lines from Gottenburg, 
Heilbron, almost to Kroonstad, or 
at any rate to Houts Kop. The 
battle of the night was won, al- 
though between three and four a.m. 
thero was a sputtering of rifles, i 
was as nothing. 


“With daylight the wounded Boers 
and prisoners were collected. A 
badly-hit Boer, jammed in a tree, 
was found dripping with blood by 
Rawlinson, who discovered six others | 
dead on his frent, several wounded, | 
and took thirteen prisoners, A lit- 
tle later he bagged forty more hid- 
ing in tho grass. There were sixty- 
five dead horses on Rimington's im- 
mediate front. Has took that day 
eighty-nine prisoners, not counting | 
dead or wounded, together with 200 
horses and 1,800 cattle. Byng found 
twelve unwounded Boers in the 
morning, und captured others later 
in the day. It was so, but in a 
lesser degree, with General Elliott's 
force. Shortly after five am.. Sat- 
urday, 18th, the final advance * be- 
gan. There was a little firing, a few!

Arrange so that the manure can 
be taken out of the barn and 
posited in this shed without m 
work. This can be accomplished by 
the proper t of tracks 
and traveling boxes. Of course this 
method of treatment requires more 
Work than hauling direct to the 
field, but under some circumstances 
it will pay. 

Then, too, there are periods, not- 
ably during the growing season, 
when it is not possible to distribute 
the manure, as the fields are oceu 
pied with growing crops. In this 
case it should be heaped up and 
given proper attention until such a 
time as it can be spread on the land. 

Where cattle or sheep are kept in a 
feed lot during the winter, the man- 
ure is seldom in condition for spread 
ing in time for the spring cropa. If 
a great deal of bedding has been 
used, this will not be sufficiently 
rotted, It is the general rule to ak 
low this manure to remain untouch⸗ 
ed until after the harvest, when it 
is spread during the comparatively 
leigurely interval between harvest 
time and the opening. of 


THE FALL WORK SEASON, 


The ‘manure can then be applied to 
the stubble fields and plowed under 
at once. It is also desirable to 
spread manure on worh-out meadows 
and pastures which need — renewing. 
This is especially true where hay 
has been fed. The seed in the man- 
ure will take root and result in a 
thickening of the sod. 

Nothing is better or more econom- 
ical for distributing manure than the 
modern manure spreader. It will 
take care of any kind of fertilizer, 
whether fine or coarse, and will put 
it on the ground evenly. The re 
sults are much better than is distri- 
buled by. hand, as perfect uniformity 
of distribution is not possible with- 
out the employment of a spreader. 
The work can not only be done 
better but can be done much more 
quickly. The machine will last a life- 
time if it is well taken care of. It 
is then not necessary to get the 
wagon dirty and make cleaning im- 
perative once u week or oftener, The 
machine will tear up great chunks of 
manus, will distribute material 
from feed lots where corn fodder has 
been fed, will spread perfectly man- 
ure from around a straw pile or will 
distribute any kind of fine fertilizer 
like lime, gypsum, ete.

NEW RIFLE RANGE-FINDER,.

Mifficult to forge as they are to-day 
rst forger must have found 
his werk™ecters kip easy. But he 
paid for it witha life. It was a 
century and a half aße, and in those 
days the man who forged «bank 
gote, like the man who stole a sheep, 
paid for his crime on the gallows. 

Every fortnight in 1818—on aa 
average—there was an execution in 
England for forgeries of bank notes, 
and in 1820 more than a hundred 
forgers were convicted. Nearly nine 
ty years ago the Bank was the vie- 
tim of a more amazing crime than 
the famous Bidwell forgeries, one of 
the chief cashiers defrauding it of 
£320,000, 

“Twenty years later, the forgeries 


of a banker resulted in an even great- 


er loss. The forging banker was a 
Mr. Fauntleroy of Berners street, 
and his crimes sem to have begun 
with his forging powers .of attorney 
to keep up the credit of bis bank. 
in that way he was able to sell from 
the funds large sums of money be- 
longing to other people, and thus for 
years he 


FLOURISHED AND GREW RICH. 


“Then the banker’s sin found him 
out, and at the banking house was 
found a confession written sight 
years before, with a postecript which 
said: “The bank began first to dis- 
count our acceptances and to de- 
stroy the credit of our house; the 
bank shall smart for it“ Smart for 
it the Bank did; the forgeries ran 
into £320,000. 

“The sum at stake was greater, 
but the Fauntleroy forgeries were 
prosaic and uninteresting compared 
with the way in which the Bidwell 
brothers set the financial world 
ablaze thirty years ago. Everybody 
knows how the plot to rob the bank; 
hatched in the throne- room of a roy- 
al castle as the brothers passed 
through to see its glories, developed 
and succeeded. 


The rich American and his imagin- 


ary fortune, the introduction to the 
bank by an admiring and expectant 
city tailor, the clever manipulating 
af the £3,000 which deceived the 
Bank authorities, and, at length, the 
forging of half the great names of 
the city, are all familiar incidenta in 
the greatest bank drama of our 
time. It was one of those great 
crimes which are revealed by a slip 
at the eleventh hour—at the fifty- 
ninth minute of the eleventh hour. 
“The Bidwells and the accomplice 
sat in a little room sharing the 
stolen fortune —£100,000—and ‘tear- 
ing up the evidences of their guilt. 
One of the last bills left plensed the 
forgers so much that it was decided 
not to burn it, and in a few days 
the last of the forgeries found its 
Way to the bank. It was the one bill

The fire was discovered shortly af-| 


ter o'clock on Thursday morning, 
and for nearly five hotrs the flanvwes 
raged with such violence as to 
threaten the city with destruction.

FOOD VALUES. 


By Miss Fraser, Principal of the 
Toronto School of Domestic 
Science. 


Hefore studying these foods let us 
find out what foods are. Prof. At- 
Water defines food as any sub- 
stance which builds tissue or yields | 
energy or both. This is a short 
and comprehensive definition, i 
cluding all the functions of food. 

excludes such Articles as stimul- 
ante of various kinds such as tea, 
coffee, etc., though these may be 
claseed as useful food adjuncts. i 

Food ie divided into various

Third- | 
jy, the mineral matter which aids in 
building bone and is found is the 
various secretions of the body and 
in the blood, brain and tissues. Wa- 
ter, though not a food in itself, is 
always classed with foods, as it is | 
necessary for life to aid in the ab- 
sorption and climination of all! 
nutrients.

MINERAL MATTER. | 


It is found in almost all food, but 
chiefly in vegetables, cereals, fruits | 
and meats. One of its chief offices | 
is to aid in absorption and elabora- | 
tion of oxidizable nutricnts. We find | 
many kinds of mineral matter ne- 
cemsary, such as common salt or 
chloride of sodium, potash salts, 
phosphate and carbonate of lime 
and iron. Otten much of this very 
valuable mineral matter is lost in 
preparing food. Nature supplies it 
in the cereals in abundance, but in 
our effort to have a fine white flour, 
part and sometimes nearly all is 
ost. Again, in preparing vegetables 
for cooking, there is 
thick peeling removed. taking with 
it much of the mineral matter which 
lies directly under the Skin. By

ACIDITY OF THE STOMACH 


Starch diflers from sugar in being 
insoluble in water and therefore is 
not ready to be digested raw. Long 
cooking ata high temperature is 
necesmiry to break the hard outer 
coating of the starch cell and set 
the starch free. The starch then 
absorbs water and when soluble is 
in a condition for ed. The diges- 
tion of starch begi first in the 
cooking. After this comes the Sal- 
ivary digestion, which is most im- 
portant. For this reason all Starchy 
foods should be thoroughly masticat- 


ed, wo that the ptyalin of the saliva 


may act on the starch and convert 
it into dextrin. In the vegetable 
kingdom starch is converted into 
suger by means of organic acids in 
the plant and perfectly ripe vege- 


ed. One chief source of starch is the 
vegetables and even more the cereale 
The latter are frequently under- 
cooked. They should be cooked from | 
three to six hours in order to be | 
digestible, and when properly pre- 
pared form one of our most im 
portant and valuable foods. With 
starchy foods we should always use 
some proteid or muscle-making food 
to furnish a perfectly balanced diet- 
ary. a

Such are the men who have chosen 
to cover England with their coarse 
abuse, and they have failed egre- 
giously, because they have changed 
their common method of procedure. 
No doubt there are many Germans 
who, if they chose, might have cok 
lected with painful accuracy such 
facts as would have thrown light 
upon the reason and conduct of the 
South African war. But they have 
not asked fur facts. They have for- 
gotten their love of induction, and, 
with the amiable theory 
that all Englishmen are blackguarda, 
they have cheerfully deduced there!

the war. Of course, in all this. there 
is lack not only of philosophy, but 
of honer, and not only of honor but 
of common prudence. While thie 
blackguardism of abuse can do us no 
harm, it can, as we have said, do 
Germany no good ; and the country, 
so ably. governed by William II.. has 
suffered a worse defeat in the last 
two years than the combined armies 
of Europe could inflict. One quality 
only leads a nation to victory—good 
gense and Germany. having hurled 
away the last rage of good sense 
which might have covered its jea- 
lousy, has committed an act of sui- 
cide. Doors, bitten by mad dogs, 
are neither good workmen nor good 
soldiers, and the Germans must be 
inoculated with a strong dose of 
truth and humility before they re- 
cover their political or commercial 
health. 

GERMANY AS A Mop.“

Wherever he has been severely tried, he has acquitted 


himself not only with credit, but with brilliancy. From 
Paardeberg to Hart's River, he has shown the steadiness 
of the yeteran, linked with the splendid daring of the 
Light Brigade. ‘ 

We Canadians who have stayed at home should feel 
no false modesty in proclaiming our pride in this. It is 
emphatically for us to say it. 

We have not done the deed, bat we will profit by ‘it, 
Our names will gain immensely in prestige throughout 
the Empire and the world because these brothers of ours 
died fighting and victorious on the battle line If they 
had flinched, we would have suffered. But they met 
death with a superb courage, and we shall go out among 
the peoples of the world with a reputation for daring. 

It might have been expected, to begin with, that 
“raw colouials'’ would not have stood fire. It will 
never be expected again. 
ed the reputation of the colonial soldier. There’ is not 


a military camp in Europe where we will not be ranked 
higher for the sacrifice of these men. 


It is not only our privilege to boast of this, but our 
duty. We should make it clear to all coming generations 
that we appreciated to the full the work done by these 
young Canadians. The movements to mark their grayes 
in South Africa and to erect fitting monuments to them 
here, are the natural expressions of a grateful people. 

The gratitude is deep enough and real enough; and 
we must not be careless about the permanent expression 


Our volunteers have establish - 
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Toronto Daly Globe :—While the air is resounding 
with ceaseless and often acrimonious debate on the ques- 
tion of how best to promote the unity of the empire, the 
course of events is daily forging some new link in the sil- 
yer chain that encircles mother country and colonies. 

Take, in the first place, the story of young Eyans, 
the Port Hope lad, who fell on the battle field in the 
Transvaal on March 31, under circumstances which must 
have sent a thrill around the empire, even as they were 
curtly set forth in the brief and censored despatch which 
described the battle: One party of the Canadians tought 
until all were killed or wounded, and the last man, al- 


though mortally wounded, emptied two bandoliers of cart- 


ridges at the enemy and then broke his rifle. Later 
news told us that this last mon, who had so calmly 
looked death in the face, and had conceived so noble an 

of the duty of a soldier, was Charles Napier Evans 
ot Port Hope, a town that had given more than one de- 
yoted soldier before him to the cause of the empire. An 
extract from a letter recently received by the father of 
the dead trooper, shows that it was not in any blvod-rage 
of passion that the deceased lad found the courage to 
yield bis life so cheerfully, but rather in his intense love 
tor the flag and for the splendid empire ot which it is the 
symbol. Many a good man has died for the old flag, 
he wrote a week or two before he was killed, “and why 
should not I? If parents had not given their sons, and 
sons had not given themselves for the British Empire, it 
would not to-day be the proud dictator uf the world. So, 
if one or both of us (this in allusion to a brother who is 
also fighting on the veldt) should die, there will be no 
vain regrets, for we will have done what thousands have 
done before us—given our lives for a good cause. The 
annals of the empire, splendid as they are, contain noth- 
ing grander than this simple declaration of faith, sealed, 
as it was, by an heroic death. How little can a tariff pre- 
ference make for the unity of the empire beside such de- 
votion as this? 

Or take, again, the forty or so young Canadian women 
who have during the past week sailed from our shores 
to take their partin the education of the youth of the two 
States that have been the scene of so terrible and disas- 
trousa war. Could there be a pleasanter evidence of the 
substantial unity of the empire, or one more likely to be 
fraught with happy results? Already the papils in atten- 
dance in the ot the Orange Colony have reached the 
num ber of twelve thousand, tifty percent. more than when 
the Orange Colony was a republic, and a well-goyerned 
republic at that. Will not Canadians for many years to 
come take a kindier interest in the children of their sister 
colonies in South Africa because of the share our young 
women are taking in this self-imposed burden which the 
Imperial authorities have cheerfully assumed? 

Then there are many others besides young Evans 
who have fallen for the Empire, and yet others who are 
going to replace those who have tallen, and the despatches 
from day to day tell us of young Canadians by the store 
and by the handred who are flocking to the new contingent, 
which will shortly sail for South Africa, to play their part 
in the finish of the terrible straggle for the mastery of a 
continent. These things, and such as these, are the factors 
that make for the unity and integrity of the empire. 


Ne We We Ne Me 


Barnabas Vankleek, which took place 
on March 20th last, Madoc township 
lost its oldest resident, and one who 
for over 6) years had been one of its 
most progressive and public spirited 
citizens, , * 

At 'the time of his death, 
Vankleek was within a year and 
about a month of being 100 years 
old an end to which he as well as his 
friends had of late years anxiously 
looked forward as a fitting climax of a 
vigorous and eventful long life. But 
it was not to be, and he died through 
general weakness at the age of 08 
years, 10 months and 3 days. The 
original name was spelled Van Kleeck, 
an evidence of Dutch nobility, but 
during the last generation in this 
country has been usually. written 
Vankleek. 

A biography of the deceased is con- 
cisely stated in an extract from the 


Mr. 


Historical Atlas of the County of Has- 


tings, published in the year 1878. as 
follows: 


Barnabas Vankleek was born in 1808, 
in the township of Hawkesbury in the 
county of Prescott, and is of Dutch 
descent. His paternal ancestors were 
forced, on account of their loyalty to 
the British Crown, to leave their 
homes in Duchess county, New York, 
joining the Royalist party and taking 
an active part in all the stirring times 
of that period. At the close of the 
Revolutionary War the Vankleeks 
followed the British‘ Army to Nova 
Scotia and from thence removed to 
Upper Canada about the vr 1707. 
The place where the Vankleeks first 
settled in Hawkesbury still bears the 
name of Vankleek Hill. Simon Vank- 
Nek. the father of the subject of this 
sketch. was one of the earliest pioneers 
ofthis country. He held a commis- 
sion in the Militia, signed by Lord 
Dorchester, then Governor of Quebec, 
and was in the Commission of the 
Peace. He was well and favourably 
known thoughout the country, dying 
at his son's residence, Madoc, in his. 
— year, respected by all who knew 

m. 


Barnabas Vankleek came to Madoc 
in 1811 and cleared the farm upon 
which he resides. He held acaptaincy 
in the Hastings County Militia, his 
Commission being — by the Earl 
of Elgin and Kincardine, then Gover- 
nor General of British North America, 
and is a Justice of the Peace in which 
capacity he has always acted without 
fee or remuneration, and enjoys the 
reputation of being the best read man 
in North Hastings. In Politics he is 
an active and staunch Reformer. A 
respectable old gentleman of seyenty- 
five years he commands the universal 
esteem of a wide circle of friends. 


During the vigorous years of his life 
the late Mr. Vankleek was a constant 
contributor to the press, and from the 
pages of a scrap book before us, kept 
by the deceased, we find that through 
the columns of the old “ Madoc Mer- 
eury,” and also the Review since its 
first publication, his pen was ever 
wielded in defence of the right and to 
maintain the loftiest standards of 
national morality in our public men. 
He had a. broad and liberal grasp .of 

ublic questions, and was a patriot 
in the best sense of the word, 

The wife of deceased, who was a 
Miss LeRoy, died some 16 years ago. 
His family consisted. of sons Levi, 
James, Peter and Robert, the two 
former of whom are dead, and daught- 
ers Annie and Cecilia, the former also 
being dead. He and his daughter, 
Miss Cecilia Vankleek, resided in 
Madoc village for some years, but he 
died at the old homestead, Allen 
Settlement, now the residence of his 

randson, Mr. Bert Vankleek. Mrs. 

ames ©. Dale, of this village, is a 
grand-daughter. 

The funeral on the 28th ult. was one 
of the largest ever seen in the Allen 
Settlement. His remains were in- 
terred in the Hazzard’s Corners bury- 
ing-ground beside those of his wife.

Five 
years later he reappeared, but his 
popularity had waned, so he very 
Wisely» vanished into private life 
again ond lived on his carly-acquir- 
ed fortune. i 

Italy is justly proud of her boy 
sculptor, Victor Righetti, who was 
making the enormous aum of $20,- 
000 per annum when only ten vears 
old. Long before he could walk 
Righetti was modelling figures that 
sold for $250 each, and although 
not yet out of his teens he is mak- 
ing a larger income than anv other 
Italian sculptor, while some of his 
most recent work has been mention- 
ed in the same breath with that of 
Michael Angelo. 

An American marvel is Will Gwin, 
the boy surgeon. Hefore he could 
walk he was present at all the oper- 
ations his father—himself a clever 
surgeon—undertook, aud not long 
ago he gained his certificate at the 
New Orleans University, the exam- 
iners stating that he was the clever- 
est osteglagist they had ever met. 
Though only six years of age he is 
consulted by patients 
ten times his own, and his income 
runs well into four figures.

Many Lives Lost on the Missis- 
sippi River. 


A Cairo, Ils. despatch says:—The 
sidewheel steamer City of Pittsburg. 
from Cincinnati to Memphis, was 
burned to the water s edge early Sun- 
day morning at ‘Turner's Landing, 
near Olmatend. IIe 11 miles from 
Mound City, Is and 24 miles from 
this city. A number of lives were 
lest and others were badly burned 
and otherwise injured. Two boats 
and all available craft from this 
city went to the scene for relief. 

Most of the were still 
in bed when Second Clerk Oliver 
Philipps gave the alarm. The en- 
gineers also started all the pumping 
emgines, while the crew brought all 

Jato play. Amid streams of 
water on all Bides..the flames from 
lower deck and dite clouds of 


panic ensued. Few could adjust life 
preservers or do anything for them- 
selves. The smoke was stifling. 
Great clouds floated through the 
blazing steamer, choking the passen- 
gers, and adding to their terror. 
Children cried piteously, begging 
that they be saved. 

Liteboats were manned and every 
eflort made to save the passengers. 
Boats were sent from shore to help 
in the work of resc and passen- 
gers were landed at river banks. 
As fast as the boats could be emp- 
tied they returned to the ill-fated 
The burning steamer was 
quickly headed: to the bank, but 
many passengers were forced to 
jump from the stern end, and trying 
to swim ashore through the swift 
current many were drowned.: Many 
also perished in the flames. 

Help, except from people living 
near by, did not arrive till 2.20 
o’elock in the afternoon, and passen- 
gers, who wore only night clothes 
and were without food, suffered ter- 
ribly. 

Thirteen members of the crew are 
missing, and Capt. Philipps says 20 
or 25 passengers are missing also. 
Two passengers were severely burned 
but will recover.

The Minister of Justice, Hon. Mr. 
| Fitepatrick, introduced a bill TO 
amend the Canada Evidence Act, 
1893.“ It limite to five the number 
of expert witnesses that can be ex- 
amined on either side of a case un- 
lesa the court is of the opinion ‘that 
under the circumstances the number 
should be increased. This bill, Mr. 
Fitzpatrick explained, has been in- 
troduced at the suggestion of some 
Ontario judges to remedy an abuse 
that has occurred in the province. 
The measure is, of course, applica- 
ble to the whole of Canada. The 
bill was given its first reading. 


SPECULATIVE CHARTERS. 


Mr. Guthrie introduced a bill re- 
specting the incorporation of rail- 
Way companies. He explained that 
its object is to check the demand for 
apeculative charters, the bill calling 
for the deposit of $200 per mile to 
be forfeited if the railway is not pro- 
coded with. 


INSPECTION ACT.

his horse was shot under him ; his 
uniform was riddled and perforated 
With bullets ; once a cannon ball 
grazed his cheek and removed the 
head of the man immediately behind 
him ; twice he was disarmed and on 
the point of being struck down when 
a lucky shot or sabre-cut placed his 
assailant hors de combat. These are 
but a few samples of “Hanson's 
luck.“ and it really scemed as if 
Death would overlook him altogt- 
ther. But he was only lying in walt 
for his victim, for in the winter of 
1871-2 the gallant major had a fall 
while skating and fractured his 
thigh. Amputation became ‘neces 
sary, and he died under the opera- 
tion. 

But no fate could be more pitiful 
jthan that of Major Richard Russel}, 
another veteran and hero of the 
Crimea and the Indian Mutiny, once 
one of the bravest and most enviable 
men in Her Majesty's army.

They produce a 
great mmount of rich forage, grow- 
ing to the height of from two and 
one-half to four feet, branching free- 
ly and producing numerous woolly 
pods containing two to three round 
yellow beans. Sow about the same 
as for corn on a fine, deep, firm and 
moist seed bed, in rows about 30 
inches apart, and on the level, from 
two to four pecks of seed to the 
acre. They are likely to do well in 
Southern Ontario, and in similar 
latitudes, although they have not as 
largely tried. On account 
of. their richness in protein, aud 
their nitrogen gathering ability 
they are worthy of attention and 
trial.
